Alberta Sugar Beet Industry 

Has Brought Greater Stability And 
Security For The Farmers 
Introduction of the sugar beet 
Industry to southern Alberta has 
brought greater stability and security 
farmers In the Irrigation areas and 
the factory at Raymond, Alberta, Is 
now a steady source of revenue for 
the grower. 

Outlining the growth of the In¬ 
dustry, D. W. Buchanan, student of 
western affairs, points to Its suc- 
ln a paper prepared for the 
Institute of Pacific Relations con¬ 
ference. Effective control has made 
development of sugar beet growing a 
great aid to mixed farmers of the 
area, he finds. 

For the past two years tl^e total 
sugar tonnage secured has run over 
100,000 tons. The factory was In¬ 
creased to a capacity of 1,250 tons 
dally and In 1982 the factory worked 
120 days to handle 150,000 tons of 
beets, though only planning to oper¬ 
ate 100 days during and Immediately 
after the cutting season. 

Dealing with payments to farmers 
for the sugar beets, Mr. Buchanan 
points out the basic price varied with 
a bonus being paid to growers of the 
sale of the sugar warranted. The 
basic price has been around $5 and 
$5.50.

While millions seek for a 
solution of problems of the 
day, President Roosevelt has 
set a good lead by putting in¬ 
to action his National Re¬ 
covery Act. It aims to stabil¬ 
ize every industry, whereby 
every worker will receive a 
fair wage and the seller of 
sroods a just profit. Every in- 
lustry is to have a code, 
>vhich it is calculated will 
eliminate much of the cut¬ 
throat competition which in 
turn is the cause of sweated 
labor in certain industries. 
'J'HE general public indirect¬ 
ly helps to promote sweat¬ 
shop conditions. Departmen¬ 
tal and mail order houses of 
the cities often advertise goods 
which cause people to wonder 
how they can be sold at the 
price. Investigation in certain 
areas of the United States has 
revealed some scandalous con 
ditions under which women 
and children work to make 
possible these bargains which 
shoppers so eagerly seek. 
"PHE practice of asking t 
dozen firms to tender on 
an order for goodsi from need' 
les and pins to things of much 
higher value quite often gives 
the “scab” firm which does 
not observe any code in rela 
tion to wages or working con 
ditions an unfair advantage 
over firms who maintain a 
decent standard. Some tender 
who do not a stroke of the 
work themselves, having nei¬ 
ther technical knowledge, 
equipment, or the necessary 
capital. They scour the whole 
country to find who will do 
the work' the cheapest and 
then base their tender on the 
prices obtained from outlaw 
firms who in turn may not be 
able to pay their creditors, 
simply because they have sold 
their product at less than cost 
and possibly left their em¬ 
ployees to get their wages as 
best they can. 

PJNDER the N. R. A. it is 
hoped abuses of this na¬ 
ture will be eliminated or at 
least curtailed, for there are 
always pirates who will not 
observe any code, not even 
honor among thieves. It the 
plan succeeds in the United 
States, doubtless other coun¬ 
tries will follow the example 
of President Roosevelt, with 
Canada being probably the 
first to adopt a similar plan to 
help industrial recovery and 
distribute jobs among more 
workers.

What Seemed Like Fantastic Dream 
Now Virtually a Reality 
Aviation’s once fantastic dream of 
conducting a regular trans-Atlantio 
service with the use of floating air¬ 
ports has virtually become a reality. 

Following successful tests with the 
steamship "Westphalen” anchored in 
mid-Atlantic between Africa and 
Brazil, the German “Lufthansa” plans 
to inaugurate in the autumn an air¬ 
mail service between Germany and 
Buenos Aires, Rio de Janeiro and 
other South American points. 

Two ’planes will be used 
making half of the ocean trip. Ter¬ 
minal points will be Bathurst, British 
Africa, and Natal, Brazil. The 'plane, 
for example, which departs from 
Bathurst will proceed to the steamer 
(one day’s flight), transfer its mail 
to the second ’plane, which will then 
be catapulted on the second stage of 
the journey (also a day’s flight) to 
Natal. 

Aboard the floating airport, 
waiting 'plane will be thoroughly 
checked over and refueled for the 
return trip. 

Each ’plane will carry a personnel 
of three men, including a radio op¬ 
erator. Mall will be brought to, and 
taken from, each terminal point by 
land ’planes. 

Lufthansa officials told the United 
Press that the two-and-a-half months’ 
tests entirely proved the practicabil¬ 
ity of the project. It is now planned 
to purchase and equip a second ves¬ 
sel as a relief for the "Westphalen.”

And we have cut down 
trees for firewood when we should 
have been planting them in hundreds 
of millions. 

The most enlightened project 
the United States today is the re¬ 
forestation plan on which the 
employed are being put to v 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
should be working on the same lines, 
to the limit o fthelr resources. 

The single unemployed 
camps in western Canada are mainly 
tployed in cutting down trees, 
clearing national parks, and so forth. 
They would be much better employed 
in planting trees, over large areas, in 
the southern farming section, and in 
building dams on the South Saskatch¬ 
ewan and other rivers to create re¬ 
servoirs for subsoil moisture.—Winni- J 
peg Tribune.
